Two weeks ago, independent 
farmers representing more 
100,000 acres of. ’Glades lan 
signalled their approval of the 
plan formulated by Clarence R. 
Bitting, pesident of the sugar 
corporation, in resolutions for- 
warded to official Washington, 
asking the government to expe- 
dite ganting of priorities for nec- 
essary processing equipment, “to 
the end that we, the farmers of 
the Everglades, may do our 
share in the prosecution of the 
national war effort.” 

With the harvesting of celery 
and beans to end within the next 
three weeks, farmers are begin- 
to wonder when they will 
receive the necessary encourage- 
ment from the government, as- 


quired to process these crops in- 
to essentials that would provide 
nearly 10 per cent of the na- 
tion’s synthetic rubber, needs. 

„The $75,000,000 project ori- 
ginatèd by Bitting, contemplates 
the planting of 100,000 acres of 
sugar cane, sweet potatoes and 
peanuts. Half the acreage would 
be operated by independent’ 
farmers and half by the sugar 
corporation, which offers . to 
lease for $1 the sites for proces- 
sing plants and operate. them 
without profit for the duration, 
In order to meet Bitting’s pro- 
jected first-of-year processing 
plans, sweet potatoes should be 
planted immediately upon con- 
clusion of-the present vegetable 
harvesting season. 

Although the farmers’ resolu- 
tion found most of Florida’s con- 
gressional delegation back home 
campaigning for reelection 
Rep. Pat Cannon replied that he 
would “continue to exert every 
effort to speed the production of 
war requirements.” Senator 
Claude Pepper wrote that he 
would go into the matter and 
that he’ would be glad to “help 
any proposal that would bene- 
fit-the growers’ and farmers of 
Florida and which was truly de- 
signed for their welfare.” 

Meanwhile, although the
